DISTRIBUTION OF OUR OVERSEAS 
TRADE. 


YEAR ENDED DECEMBER, 1930. 


The January issue of the ‘‘ Accounts relating to 
Trade and Navigation of the United Kingdom ”’ con- 
tains tables showing the value of our external trade 
with individual countries during the year 1930 which 
enable us to publish our customary survey of the geo- 
oraphical distribution of the trade between the United 
Kingdom and other countries. In the following article 
a comparison is made between the distribution of our 
external trade jn 1930 and that in 1929 and 1918. 
Similar data for the years 1927 and 1928 appeared in 
the ‘* B.T.J.’’ of February 14, 1929, and for 1924 and 
1925 in the *“‘ B.T.J.”’ of February 11, 1926. The 
present article contains also a table showing the value 
of the exports of British merchandise per head of the 
populations of the principal countries to which the 
coods were consigned during 1930, together with com- 
parative figures for 1929 and 1913.

The value of the goods imported from the Irish Free 
State in 1980 was, as might have been expected 
from the marked fall in prices during the year, less 
than in the previous year, but there was a substantial 
rise in the proportion of the total imports which was 
consigned from the Irish Free State as compared with 
1929, and there was also some increase as compared 
with 1924, the figure for that year being 4:0 per cent. 
In the case of exports of British goods, the increase 
in the proportion consigned to the Irish Free State, 
irom 4:95 to 6°05 per cent., was even greater than in 
the case of imports, and the proportion last year also 
exceeded the proportion in 1924, viz., 5-9 per cent. 
The Irish Free State took, in addition, a substantially 
greater proportion of our exports of imported mer- 
chandise in 1930 than in 1929 or in 1924. 


In comparing the distribution of our trade now with 
that in 1918, a further correction should strictly be 
made in respect of the direct trade of the ports of 
Southern Jreland with overseas countries, since that 
trade is ineluded in the figures for 1918. The export 
trade was, however, negligible, and the imports only 
lormed about 1 per cent. of the total imports into the 
United Kingdom. Further, in order to preserve com- 
parability with 1918, Palestine, the Sudan, the South- 
West Africa Territory, Tanganyika, and Nauru and 
Western Samoa have been treated as foreign countries 
throughout. Separate particulars of our trade with 
these countries in 1913 are not available.

The proportion of our imports consigned from British 
countries in 1930 (25-46 per cent.) was less than in any 
of the preceding five years, but was greater than in 
1913 (24-87 per cent.). The proportion of our domestic 
exports taken by British countries (39-01 per cent.) also 
shcwed a marked decline from the figures of preceding 
years, but was more than in 1913. The proportion of 
our re-exports, on the other hand, which was sent to 
British countries was greater in 19380 than in any of the 
preceding five years, or in 1918, but this proportion 
still remains small in comparison with that consigned to 
foreign countries. 

The decline in the proportion of our imports and 
domestic exports taken by British countries was due, in 
the main, to a reduction in the trade between this 
country and India and Australia. New Zealand in- 
creased substantially her share of our import and export 
trade, and in the case of Canada and South Africa there 
was an increase as regards British exports, but a small 


decline in respect of imports.

Imports. For some years past, the proportion of our 
imports consigned from Kurope has been increasing, 
and the increase in 1930 as compared with 1929, from 
37:48 to 41:48 per cent., was most marked. The pro- 
portion in 1930 was, for the first time since the war, 
ereater than in 1918. This is due, not so much to an 
increase in the quantity of goods imported from Europe, 
as to the substantial decline in price of the primary 
products imported from other parts of the world. Apart 
from Norway, all principal countries in Europe in- 
creased their share of our import trade, substantial 
increases being recorded in the case of the Soviet Union, 
Denmark and Germany. Oceania also recorded a slight 
increase, the decline in respect of Australia being more 
than counter-balanced by an increase in respect of 
New Zealand.

In some eases, the estimates available 1 
population may not be of a high degree 
but their uncertainty is not sufficient to affect seriously 
the figures in the above table, and particularly the 
comparisons between different years. Further, in 
comparing post-war years with the year 1913, due 
regard must be paid to the variation in the value of 
money; and finally a distinction should be made 
between those countries which import our goods chiefly 
for their own consumption, and other countries, such 
for example as British Malaya, which are in fact 
centres for the distribution of our exports to further 
destinations. 

Per head of population, the British self-governing 
Dominions have in the past been better customers than 
foreign countries, and this remains generally true for 
1930, but the actual exports per head of population in 
the case of Norway were greater last year than in the 
ease of either the Union of South Africa or Canada. 
Except in respect of the Soviet Union (increase from 
6d. to 10d. per head), Norway was the only principal 
country to show an increase per capita in 1930 as com- 
pared with 1929. Norway has always been one of our 
best customers, and the substantial increase per head of 
population is reflected in the percentage figures in 
Table II (page 200). The declines in the case of 
Denmark, our next best customer in Europe, was rela- 
tively small and, per head of population, the exports to 
Denmark were fractionally higher thanthoseto Canada. 
Exports per head of population in 1930 were greater 
than in 1913 in the case of Norway, Denmark, Switzer- 
land, Belgium and Sweden among foreign countries and 
in the case of New Zealand, British West Africa and 
British Malaya among British countries. Owing to 
changes in prices since 1913, it cannot be stated whether 
the actual quantity of goods per capita taken by each 
of these countries was greater in 1930 than in 1913. 
The largest decline in 1930 as compared with 1929 
the ease of foreign countries was in respect of Chile, but 
it may be noted that the figure for 1930 was approxi- 
mately the same as that for 1928 

All the British countries show a smaller amount per 
head of population in 1930 than in 1929, the decline in 
the case of Australia, New Zealand and British Malaya 
being very substantial. There was a large propor- 
tionate decline in respect of India and Ceylon, though 
this was not so great as in the case of Australia. New 
Zealand remained our best customer—closely followed 
by the Irish Free State—with exports per capita nearly 
two and a half times as great as to Australia, which 


comes third on the list.

A summary of the 150 commodities for which price 
quotations are included in the compilation of the 
‘ndex, together with the composition of the 8 yroups 
to which they then related, appeared in the “ B.T...” 
of April 24, 1930 (page 551). It should be noted, 
however, that separate index numbers have since 
been compiled for coal and wool, and these items are 
therefore no longer included in the respective groups 
of ‘“‘ other metals and minerals’’ and “ other 
textiles. There are now 10 groups for which index 
numbers are compiled, and the number of items 
included in each of these groups is shown on p. 204. 


It will be seen from the table of prices that most 
of the food commodities for which quotations are 
shown commanded lower average prices in January 
than in the last three months of 19380. While iron and 
steel prices generally show a shghtly downward ten- 
dency, the fall in price from 63s. 6d. to 69s. 6d. per 


ton of Cleveland No. 8 Foundry pig iron, which 
occurred last month, may be specially noted. Non- 


ferrous metal prices have declined considerably in 
recent months, but the price of Straits tin in January 
shows an increase as compared with the two preceding 
months. ‘The averages of the quotations for raw 
cotton, cotton yarns and cloths, wool, linen yarns, raw 
jute, raw hemp and hides were considerably lower 
than those recorded for the same commodities during 
the three preceding months. 


As compared with a year ago, the most noticeable 
reductions in food prices are shown for wheat (both 
home-grown and imported), flour, maize and Danish 
bacon, the falls ranging from about 40 to 50 per cent. 
Indian tea averaged higher prices in January, 1931, 
than in the corresponding month of 1930. Reference 
has been made above to the fall in non-ferrous metal 
prices, Which was almost continuous throughout 1930, 
and the same downward course was followed by raw 
cotton and wool prices. Rubber fell in price from 
January to October, but recovered somewhat at the 
end of the year. 


Items not included in the Table.—With regard to 
the commodities which are included in the ecompila- 
tion of the index, but for which prices are not shown 
in the accompanying table, the principal features were 
lalls of between 30 and 40 per cent. in January, 1931, 
as compared with a year earlier in the average prices 
lor Norwich straight run flour, Glasgow imported flour, 
and Irish green bacon, and the substantial increases 
in the average prices of potatoes at the Birmingham 
and London markets. ‘There were no wide variations 
during the year in the quotations for any of the

GUATEMALA, HONDURAS AND 
NICARAGUA. 


ECONOMIC CONDITIONS AND TRADE 
OUTLOOK. 


REPUBLIC OF GUATEMALA. 


The general tenour of the last published Report, 
written in October, 1928, upon the economic situation 
in this Republic was one of justifiable optimism for the 
future prosperity of the country. 

Since that time, however, states H.M. Vice-Consul 
at Guatemala City, in his latest *Report, the whole 
situation has changed, and within the last twelve 
months a period of depression has ensued which has 
had, and still is having, its effect upon the internal and 
external trade of Guatemala. 

In the first place, the continued and alarming fall in 
the price of coffee which took place in the closing 
months of 1929 had a violent repercussion upon the 
financial stability of the planters primarily and, by 
extension, upon the general demand for merchandise 
throughout the business centres of the Republic. 
Coffee, following the way of sugar in a falling market, 
has temporarily ceased to be the stable source of income 
which comprised a great part of the country’s wealth. 

A second cause, contributory but not so apparent, 
was the imposition in July, 1929, of a new Customs 
Tariff, a few months in advance of the initial stages of 
the collapse of the coffee market. Merchants, on the 
intimation of the various changes of duties to be made 
in the revised tariff, ordered heavily so that consign- 
ments might arrive before the new duties should 
become effective. The resulting accumulation of stocks 
had not been cleared by normal sales when the pur- 
chasing power of the consumers became restricted, 
with a consequent loss to the importers and general 
merchants. 

The market, therefore, has been depressed, credit 
facilities have been narrowed by the banks, and, 
although the Government have taken steps to alleviate 
the situation by negotiating for fresh capital in the 
shape of loans contracted abroad, some time must 
elapse before the demand for imported products 
regains the high levels at which it stood two years ago. 


TRADE: BritisH PARTICIPATION. 


Guatemala is an agricultural country with few indus- 
tries, and relies upon the taxation of its importations 
as a main source of revenue, together with export taxes 
levied principally upon shipments of coffee, sugar and 
bananas. 

By far the most successful importing country is the 
United States, whose participation in the trade of 1929 
was 56:98 per cent. of the total. Germany rose to 
second place with 14:15 per cent., and Great Britain 
occupied the third place with 9-69 per cent. These 
three countries are the chief suppliers of Guatemala, 
but Italy has lately been giving attention to the market 
along special lines—mainly cheap cotton goods and 
hats. 

Great Britain is, therefore, faced with difficulties not 
only in developing trade with Guatemala, but also in 
maintaining present levels. The obvious means to be 
adopted to sustain British trade are energetic sales- 
manship and efficient representation in the country, 
combined with cutting of prices to undersell the goods 
of competitors. This has already been done in certain 
directions, noticeably in the case of knitted woollen 
articles. Advertising, should receive more 
attention than has been shown hitherto and responsible 
agents should be allowed appropriations for publicity in 
the local press and trade journals. In addition, cata- 
logues, printed in Spanish and containing the fullest

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possible information of prices, should be forwarded to 
merchants after sales have resulted from the visit of 
travelling representatives. It is not sufficient, as 
a general rule, to open business negotiations by corre- 
spondence and catalogues alone, unless this is done 
through the medium of a recommended agent. 

Although the Vice-Consul’s Report deals with 
Guatemala it should be read in conjunction with those 
relating to the other republics of Central America and 
the territory thus covered be treated as a whole. 

It is suggested, therefore, that Great Britain’s in- 
terest in Guatemala should not be allowed to diminish 
in spite of the natural predominance of the United 
States due to causes already described. British traders 
might consider the advisability of forming a syndicate 
for the distribution of those articles which command the 
readiest sales, and of establishing in British Honduras 
and the West Indies warehouses or depots where orders 
could be speedily executed and _ consignments 
dispatched expeditiously in cargo steamers owned or 
chartered by the distributing corporation. The market 
would thereby be brought into closer touch with manu- 
facturers in Great Britain. 

ln spite of the unfavourable present outlook, British 
exporters might give their attention to the demand for 
the articles comprised in the following list :—Agricul- 
tural implements and machinery; cotton yarns; cotton 
piece-goods; silk piece-goods; linens; woollens; food- 
stuffs; galvanised sheeting; domestic hardware. 

At present, however, the tendency of importers is 
towards the ordering of such articles only as have a 
ready sale, and in this regard and with special refer- 
ence to goods which are subject to seasonable demand 
and the vagaries of public taste prompt deliveries will 
be desirable. 


RIMPUBLIC OF NICARAGUA. 


At the time of writing (October, 1980), the effect of 
the fall in coffee prices is being felt and this country 
is passing through a serious economic and financial 
crisis, states H.M. Consul at Managua. Imports have 
fallen off very considerably; there is a great scarcity of 
money and local traders and merchants are faced with 
dificult times, and already some of the more important 
local firms are not in a position to meet their obliga- 
tions. It is probable that private employers and firms 
will follow the example set by the Government and 
reduce the salaries of their employees; in fact, coffee 
planters have already reduced the wages of their 
labourers. 

The purchasing power of Nicaragua is, at the best of 
times, somewhat limited, and salary reductions will 
undoubtedly cause still further depression with its 
consequent adverse influence on the volume of imports. 
The withdrawal of a large number of American 
Marines during 1929 and 1930 has not been without its 
effect on the economic situation. 


During the months of August, September and 
October, 1930, the Nicaraguan Government paid a 
number of claims for losses and damage caused during 
the recent civil war from the Department of 
Chinandega. As a result of these payments trade has 
somewhat improved in the department in question and 
indireetly the merchants of Leén have felt the benefit, 
as many of the smaller dealers in Chinandega obtain 
their supplies from Leén houses. It was anticipated 
that the Government would shortly make payments 
on aeeount of the claims from the Ledén district. 

‘or some years past Nicaraguan trade has been 
subject to a good deal of American influence; the 
closer proximity of the United States enables com- 
mercial travellers from that country to visit Nicaragua 
perhaps several times in the course of the year; the 
more frequent and quicker means of communication 
between the United States and Nicaragua is of great 
stance to American trade; the presence of the 
American Marine Forees in Nicaragua has not been 
Without its effeet; the better class Nicaraguans now 
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make a practice of visiting the United States instead 
of Kurope and their children are being sent to schools 
in that country. 


PRroBLEM OF BritTISH TRADE.

The population of Nicaragua is estimated at about 
700,000, a large proportion of whom are of the labour- 
ing class, whose purchases of imported articles are on 
a very reduced scale. British manufacturers, when 
considering the possibilities of the local market must, 
therefore, remember that they are dealing with a 
country whose potential purchasers probably do not 
number more than 800,000. 

As a result of the falling off in demand, the question 
of the expansion of British trade in Nicaragua has 
become more difficult; at the present time it is not a 
question of British manufacturers obtaining their share 
of a growing market, but the more difficult one of 
taking trade away from well-established competitors 
in face of a greatly reduced purchasing power. 

The only really satisfactory way in which a pro- 
sressive British exporter can hope to obtain a footing 
in Nicaragua is to send out a reliable representative 
(preferably a member of the firm) to inspect the 
market. Such representative would be able to satisfy 
himself on the spot whether or not a market really 
existed for the merchandise manufactured by his firm 
and whether their goods could successfully compete 
with similar lines, already selling well, produced by 
foreign manufacturers. Such a representative should 
be able to speak Spanish and be prepared to cultivate 
personal relationships with potential purchasers. It 
is, of course, recognised that the Nicaraguan market is 
probably not of sufficient importance to warrant a 
special journey, but taken in conjunction with other 
Central American Republics it might well repay a 
study. 

Taking into consideration the many 
influences which are at work in Nicaragua in favour 
of the American exporter, it is gratifying to find Great 
Britain keeping her position. Among the commodities 
supplied to Nicaragua by Great Britain are liquors, 
chemicals and medicines, cotton goods, biscuits, con- 
fectionery, soap, silk goods and domestic ware and

utensils. 


REPUBLIC OF HONDURAS. 


During the period which has elapsed since the last 
Report was published in 1927, Honduras has recovered 
to a great extent from the effects of the revolutions of 
1924 and the subsequent disturbances which had 
resulted in the destruction of much property and loss 
of life throughout the country. The disastrous con- 
sequences of these disturbances have caused a reaction 
among the more turbulent elements who, since then, 
have refrained from acts or threats of violence and 
have for the most part given their support to those 
striving to maintain peaceable and _ prosperous 
conditions. 

The recognition and liquidation of claims arising 
out of these revolutions and their incorporation into 
the internal debt have, by removing a cause of dis- 
satisfaction, done much towards the maintenance of 
peace. 

Mrrect ON TRADE OF FALL IN SILVER. 


As soon as the presidential elections of October, 
1928, had taken place and had passed off without 
disturbance, business began to improve and merchants, 
feeling that peaceful conditions would be maintained, 
started to make purchases far ahead of their require- 
ments. For a time trade prospered but, towards the 
end of 1929, the fall in the value of silver in the world 
market severely affected the commerce of Honduras 
and merchants found themselves with large stocks on 
hand and many drafts overdue. 

The currency of Honduras has always been on a purely 
silver basis, and so long as silver maintained a moderate 
and fairly stable value in the world market, and the 
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floating silver currency of the country was limited, it 
was possible for the banks to sustain the rate of ex- 
change at about two pesos to the United States dollar. 
The willingness of the banks to accept silver currency 
at this rate was due to the fact that they were able to 
pay it out as fast as it came in. A considerable amount 
of silver was introduced in the effort to exchange it for 
gold. This influx, together with the continued fall in 
the price of silver, helped to lower still further the 
value of the metal in the country. 

As a result the banks, refusing to be loaded with silver 
currency for which they could find no exit, have been 
obliged to cease the sale of drafts in exchange for silver 
and, as the demand for American currency exceeds the 
supply, the premium to be paid tends to increase 
steadily. Merchants are, therefore, finding difficulty 
in meeting their obligations and, as it is not known to 
what heights the exchange may rise in the near future, 
are hesitating to incur obligations in gold which they 
may not be able to fulfil. 

The preponderance of imports from the United 
States, as will be readily understood, is largely due to 
the proximity of that market and to the frequent and 
rapid freight communications now available, which en- 
able American manufacturers to deliver their goods in 
a very short time. American commercial representa- 
tives also show great activity in soliciting orders during 
their frequent visits to this country. 

The value of imports from the United Kingdom in 
1929, which still occupies the second place on the list of 
supplying countries, increased by 11-07 per cent. as 
compared with the previous year. Imports from the 
United States represented nearly 80 per cent. of the 
total, and from Germany, which was third on the list, 
4-2 per cent.

REFERENCE TO STANDING COMMITTEE: 
ADHESIVE INSULATING TAPE FOR 


ELECTRICAL PURPOSES. 


In accordance with the provisions of Section 2, Sub- 
section (4) of the Merchandise Marks Act, 1926, the

USE OF SISAL HEMP FOR MARINE 


CORDAGE. 


Increasing use is being made of sisal hemp for the 
manufacture of high-grade cordage, but there has been 
a& prejudice against sisal ropes for marine purposes 
owing to an impression that the fibre will not withstand 
the action of sea water. Preliminary trials carried 
out by the Imperial Institute, under the auspices of its 
Advisory Committee on Vegetable Fibres (and pub- 
lished in Imperial Institute Bulletin in 1927) indicated, 
however, that there was no foundation for this belief. 

On the suggestion of the committee, two further 
series of extended trials have been carried out by the 
Imperial Institute during the past three years, and

jetailed reports on these are now in the press, and will 
be issued at an early date. 


In view of the evidence now available from three 
series of trials, there seems to be no reason why sisal 
1opes should not find a largely increased use for marine 
purposes, and thus provide an important additional 
outlet for the fibre. The present low price of sisal would 
appear to offer a favourable opportunity for extending 
tg use for marine ropes in competition with Manila 
hemp, of which over 50,000 tons are annually imported 
into the United Kingdom. 


Concurrently with the above trials, the Admiralty 
carried out exposure tests of their own with sisal ropes 
under similar conditions, and the results entirely corro- 
borated those obtained by the Imperial Institute. 
Practical trials with sisal ropes were also arranged by 
the Admiralty on one of H.M. ships under service con- 
ditions, and it is understood that the results have been 
sufficiently promising to justify further trials on a much 
larger scale. 

Sisal hemp is one of the most important fibres used 
for the manufacture of cordage, and since the war its 
production in countries of the British &mpire has been 
larzely extended. British East Africa is the principal 
source of production, and in 1929 the exports from that 
rea amounted to 62,000 tons.

NEW SOUTH WALES GOVERNMENT 
RAILWAYS CONTRACTS. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Sydney reports, by 
telegram, that the New South Wales Government 
Railways have inserted the following clause in the con- 
litions of contract applicable to the supply of stores 
sfrom July 1 next:— 


ISA. For the supply of goods of which the country of 
origin is outside the Commonwealth of Australia the 
tenderer shall base his price upon the rates of exchange 
quoted by the Commonwealth Bank of Australia on date 
of tender. In the event of an alteration in the rates 
notified by the Commonwealth Bank of Australia, and 


upon application by the contractor, or upon notification - 


to the contractor by the Commissioners, then, for each 
complete £1 by which such rates per £100 are on the first 
day of any month greater or less than the rates quoted 
on date of tender, the contract price shall on account of 
orders placed on the first day of the second month next 
following, and during the remainder of such month, be 
increased or decreased at the rate of one-half (4) per 
centum or in special circumstances at the request of the 
contractor or at the option of the Commissioners up to 
one (1) per centum, and in this latter contingency the 
contractor shall produce for the inspection of the Com- 
missioners the documents verifying the actual amount 
affected, in which case the variation in the contract price, 
calculated on the rates current or the date upon which 
delivery is in terms of the orders required to be made to 
the Department, shall take effect upon the date upon 
which such delivery is made. If the alternative is 
adopted for ascertaining the variation in the price of 
one item in any schedule it shall apply to all the items in 
that schedule.

Article 3. The Government shall issue regulations 
necessary to carry out the above before June 30, 1931.

EXPORT OF GOODS TO PERSIA 
VIA RUSSIA.

Under the Agreement the U.S.S.R. is bound to give 
every facility for the transit of the above-mentioned 
goods. It is also bound to consider any request that 
may be made by the Persian Government for the right 
of transit across the U.S.S.R. of articles mentioned 
under (a) from countries with which the U.S.8.R. has 
no trade agreement. 

Under Article 1 of the Anglo-Soviet Temporary 
Trade Agreement of April 16, 1930, United Kingdom 
goods are entitled to most-favoured-nation treatment in 
all that relates to transport, and United Kingdom goods 
of the kinds specified are therefore entitled to transit 
facilities across the U.S.S.R. to Persia.

AUSTRALIA. 


QUEENSLAND SUGAR PRODUCTION IN 1930. 

The Registrar General of Queensland, in forwarding an 
estimate of the production of sugar in Queensland during 
the 1930 season, states that returns have been received 
from the 35 sugar mills in operation during the year and 
from the pi articulars supplied thereon it is ‘estimated that 
there will be 512,657 tons of sugar made at 94 net titre. 
In the 1929 season the production was 518,516 tons at 94 
n.t., and in 1928 production totalled 520,620 tons, the 
latter figure being a record for the State. These three 
years are the only occasions on which the quantity made 
has attained 500,000 tons or more. 


It is estimated by the mills that 230,567 acres of cane 
were cut for crushing, but this will probably prove to be 
too high, as the actual figure in 1929 was 214,880 acres, 
although an earlier estimate had placed the probable area 
at 223,730 acres for that year. 


The estimated quantity of cane crushed or to be crushed 
is 3,507,827 tons, as compared with 3,581,265 tons in the 
1929 season. The following table shows the tonnage of 
cane crushed in each of the sugar growing divisions of the 
State, and the sugar made therefrom at 94 n.t. in each of 
the years 1930 (estimated) and 1929 (actual figures) :-

BRITISH EAST AFRICA. 


TANGANYIKA TEXTILE IMPORTS, 
JANUARY—OCTOBER, 1930. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner in East Africa reports that 
during the first ten months of 1930 imports of cotton piece- 
voods amounted to 29,102,136 yards, as compared with 
32,595,668 yds. in the period January-October, 1929, while 
imports of artificial silk piece-goods totalled 485,182 yds. 
and 376,884 yds. respectively. The cotton piece-goods 
imported during the ten months under review included 
unbleached, 11,484,979 yds., of which Japan _ supplied 
7,984,898 yds. and India 3,234,161 yds.; bleached, 2,575,373 
vds. (Great Britain, 1,101,953 yds.; Holland, 814,407 yds., 
and Japan, 494,884 yds.); printed khangas, 3,109,576 yds. 
(Great Britain, 2,059,663 yds., and Holland, 1,023,414 yds.) ; 
printed, other, 1,763,720 yds. (Japan, 753,928 yds.; Great 
sritain, 351,906 yds.; Germany, 243,257 yds., and Holland, 
196,904 yds.); dyed, 6,419,713 yds. (India, 2,725,722 yds. ; 
Great Britain, 1,835,670 yds., and Holland, 1,350,172 yds.) ; 
coloured, 3,748,775 yds. (Holland, 1,290,009 yds.; Japan, 
1,183,023 yds.; India, 595,600 yds., and Great Britain, 
346,399 yds.). Imports of blankets numbered 522,152, as 
against 777,085. The chief contributors were :—Holland, 
368,907; Germany, 50,209; India, 46,048, and Great 
Britain, 26,172. 

As regards imports of artificial silk piece-goods, the 
bulk came from Japan, 213,348 yds., and Italy, 183,889 vwds. 
Smaller contributions came from Germany, 23,818 yds. ; 
Great Britain, 21,867 yds., and Holland, 12,374 yds.

WEATHER AND CROPS.

RAINFALL. 


Calcutta, February 9.—During the week ended February 8 
rainfall was nearly general in Chota Nagpur on two days 
and in Baluchistan and the Kumaon Hills on one dav. 
There were loeal or few falls of ratn eisewhere. 





Bihar and Orissa, February 2.—There have been light 
showers in Palamau, Hazaribugh, and parts of Ranchi. No 
rain has fallen elsewhere. Crops, including sugar cane, are 
in good condition. In the Feudatory States of Orissa and 
Chota Nagpur the weather has been seasonable. 


Punjab, February 2.-—Except for light rain in parts of 
South-East Punjab and a few sub-montane and western 
districts, the weather has been dry, and rain is_ badly 
needed. The condition and prospects of standing crops are 
average to good on irrigated areas and below the average to 
average on unirrigated areas. Rape seed has been damaged 
by insects in Gurgaon and parts of the districts of Hissar 


and Rohtak. 


United Provinces, January 31.—Light rain has fallen in 
some districts. Some damage to crops for want of rain is 
reported from the districts of Muzaffarnagar, Agra and 
Shahpur and the State of Rampur; damage to crops by 
insects is reported from the districts of Meerut, Bulandahar, 
Aligarh and Muttra, and by frost from the districts of 
Ktwah, Farukkabad and Budaon. Standing crops are doing 
well, and the prospects are generally favourable. 


Central Provinces, February 2.—The weather has been 
cloudy and rainfall light to moderate. Hail has fallen in 
parts of the districts of Sconi, Hoshangabad, Betul, Nagpur 
and Buldana, but no harm has been done to crops except 
in two circles in Seoni, where an enquiry into the damage 
has started. Recent showers have benefited standing crops, 
especially late-sown rabi. There has been light rain in eight 
Feudatory States, where rabi is in good condition. 


Bengal, February 4.—Except for scattered showers in 
parts of some districts in West Bengal, hardly any rain has 
fallen. Harvesting of spring crops has advanced, much 
preparatory tillage for autumn crops has been done, and 
sugar-cane planting conditions are favourable. The condi- 
tion of standing crops is reported tc be fair. 


Assam, February 9.—The weather has been seasonable. 
Crop outturns and prospects are fair. Locusts 
appeared in Dhubri, but no damage is reported.

CROP REPORT FOR JANUARY. 

The area planted to wheat probably falls short of that 
intended owing to the shortness of the dry spell following the 
November rains. Germination has been good, and, so far, 
the rains have been abundant and prospects are hopeful.

There is, however, no sign of improvement in the market; 
imported flour has further come down in price and local 
wheat is not in demand. Barley germination has been very 
good, and weather conditions are favourable for growth. 
The market for grain is very weak. 

There is a good stock of potatoes on hand. Prices have 
improved somewhat. Exports to various countries have 
been good. New imported seed potatoes are now in stock. 
Cotton ginning is proceeding; the market is weak. The 
orange crop is now mature and above the average; the 
market is very slow; but exports to the United Kingdom 
are increasing. Large stocks of carobs are on hand, but 
meet with no demand. The outlook for tobacco is obscure 
and there is little demand for it. The demand from Egypt 
for wine is weak; bad weather has affected shipments.

CZECHOSLOVAKIA. 


GOVERNMENT CONTRACTS: CONDITIONS OF 
TENDER. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Prague has 
forwarded translation of Ordinance No. 667 of December 17, 
1920, of the Ministry of Public Works, regarding the 
placing of orders for supplies to the State Administration, 
according to which local tenderers receive preferential 
treatment, as under :— 


SECTION 20. 

‘Tenders submitted by firms established abroad may 
be considered only when the lowest tender submitted by 
a local firm exceeds the offer of a foreign firm, ininus 
duty, by more than 20 per cent., and in case the foreign 
tender, including Customs duty, is no higher than the 
local tender. 

‘Should it be decided that the order or the work to 
be executed is to be entrusted to a foreign firm, all local 
tenderers are to be invited in writing to signifiy within a 
specified period whether and to what extent they would 
be prepared to reduce their tenders (para. 18). These 
subsequent negotiations with local firms are also permis- 
sible when local tenders exceed foreign tenders by more 
than 20 per cent., minus Customs duty, and when the 
foreign tenders, plus duty, are higher than the local 
tenders. ‘The replies received shall be opened and 
adjudicated in the same way as tenders. 

‘When it is a question of the supply of articles pro- 
duced abroad, the delivery under approximately similar 
terms is to be placed with local firms.”’ 


FRANCE. 
FOREIGN TRADE IN 


The returns of French foreign trade for the whole year 
1930 show that the value of imports amounted to 52,344 
million frances, as against 58,220 million frs. in 1929, a 
decrease of 5,876 million frs., or about 10 per cent. That 
of exports totalled 42,830 million frs., as against 50,139 
million frs., a decrease of 7,309 million frs., or nearly 
15 per cent. Imports of foodstuffs fell by 1,353 million frs., 
or about 10 per cent., and of raw materials by 5,825 million 
frs., or nearly 17 per cent., whereas there was a rise in 
imports of manufactured articles amounting to 1,302 
million frs., or about 13 per cent. Exports of vegetables 
fell by 196 million frs., of raw materials by 2,577 million 
frs., and of manufactured articles by 4,535 million frs., or 
about 14) per cent. 

For last year an unfavourable balance of 
exchanges is shown amounting to 9,514 million frs., as 
against one of 8,081 million frs. in 1929. In December the 
situation was more unfavourable than in the previous 
months, the adverse balance amounting to 1,103 million 
frs., the highest figure recorded in any month of the year. 
As regards weight, imports in 1930 amounted to 60,759,000 
tons, as against 59,461,000 tons, an increase of 1,298,000 
tons, or a little more than 2 per cent., and exports to 
36,579,000 tons, as against 39,906,000 tons, a decrease of 
3,327,900 tons. Imports of foodstuffs fell by 338,000 tons, 
whereas those of raw materials rose by 1,413,000 tons and 
of manutactured articles by 223 000 tons. or about 10 per 
cent. Exports of foodstuffs rose by 620,000 tons, but there 
was a fall of 3,402,000 tons in those of raw materials and 
of 555,000 tons, or more than 10 per cent., in those of 
manufactured articles.

PRICES FOR 

ARTICLES. 

The following is a translation of a Decree regarding the 
fixing of prices for proprietary articles :— 

In virtue of paragraph 1 of the fifth part of the Decree 
of the President of the Reich, dated July 26, 1930, for the 
alleviation of financial, economic and social difficulties, the 
following is decreed :— 


FIXING OF PROPRIETARY 


PARAGRAPH 1, 

The regulations of this Decree are applicable to trade 
in the following goods, if their packing, make-up or the 
containers from which they are sold to the consumer bear 
a trade mark (firm, lettering or illustration, etc.) showing 
their origin (proprietary articles) :— 

1. All materials which are intended for human consump. 
tion (solid or liquid foodstuffs), whether unchanged 
or prepared or worked up; exceptions are fresh 
milk, spirits and sparkling wine. 

2. Other goods which the Government of the Reich may 
publish in the ‘‘ Deutscher Reichsanzeiger.’’ 


PARAGRAPH 2. 

(1) If agreements of the type described in paragraph 1, 
section la, 8, of the fifth part of the Decree of the Presi- 
dent of the Reich for the alleviation of financial, economic 
and social difficulties* compel dealers in the above pro- 
prietary articles (paragraph 1) to demand fixed prices on 
the resale of those goods to consumers in Germany, such 
undertaking is null and void, 

(a) if the fixed price compared with the consumer’s price 

on July 1, 1930, has not been reduced by at least 
10 per cent. ; 

(b) if the dealer is thereby prevented from granting to 
the consumer, in addition to this’ reduction, 
rebates which he was entitled to grant on 
July 1, 1930. 

(2) Business conditions or ways of fixing prices which 
compel the dealer in the above proprietary articles (para- 
vraph 1), legally or economically, to demand fixed prices 
when reselling the goods to consumers in Germany, are 
forbidden, 

(a) if the fixed price compared with the consumer’s price 

on July 1, 1930, has not been reduced by at least 
10 per cent. ; 

(b) if the dealer is thereby prevented from granting to 
the consumer, in addition to this reduction, rebates 
which he was entitled to grant on July 1, 1930. 


(3) The legal provisions of sections 1 and 2 shall not 
apply if the reduction is only a fraction of a Reichsptennig 
less than the minimum reduction required, unless the con- 
sumer’s price as on July 1, 1930, would in such case remain 
unaltered. 


PARAGRAPH 38. 


(1) If agreements of the type described in paragraph I, 
ection la, 3 of the fifth part of the Decree of the President 
of the Reich for the alleviation of financial, economic and 
social difficulties compel German buying associations not 
to grant to their associates (members, partners) rebates on 
the buying price of the above proprietary articles (para- 
graph 1) bought from them, such undertaking is null and 
void. 

(2) Business conditions or ways of fixing prices which 
compel German buying associations, legally or economically, 
not to grant their associates (members, partners) rebates 
on the buying price of the above proprietary articles 
(paragraph 1) bought from them are forbidden. 

(3) Buying associations in the sense of this regulation 
are registered co-operative socicties and similar associations 
with a legal entity, whose business is mainly limited to 
their associates (members, partners), as well as the central 
buying agencies of such associations. 


PARAGRAPH 4 
It is forbiden to carry out transactions which directly 
or indirectly are calculated to have a similar economic 
effect as that produced by the terms or conditions 
prohibited in this Decree.

PARAGRAPH 5. 


If unforeseen economic disadvantages of a serious nature 
result from the application of this Decree, the Minister 
for Economic Affairs can, after hearing the Provisional 
Economic Council of the Reich, grant exemptions from 
the Decree, provided that such exemptions are not opposed 
to economic interests as a whole-or to public welfare. 


PARAGRAPH 6, 


1. This Decree comes into force for the goods mentioned 
in paragraph 1, section 2, 14 days after they have been 
enumerated in the ‘‘ Deutscher Reichsanzeiger ’’ and the 
remainder of the Decree 14 days after promulgation.

Decree of July 26, 1930, made by the President of Germany 
to alleviate financial, economic and social difficulties. 
Pursuant to section 2 of article 48 of 
Constitution be it enacted as follows :— 


the German 


SECTION 5. 
To prevent uneconomic fixing of prices. 


§1. 

(1) The German Government may 

(a) declare void, or prohibit from being carried out in a 
certain way, agreements or decisions of the kind 
mentioned in §1 of the ‘‘ Decree of November 2, 
1923 (Reichsgesetzblatt 1, page 1067) to prevent 
the misuse of economic power,’ which con- 
tain obligations relating to the method of fixing 
prices or to the prices to be charged. 

(b) prohibit the use of terms of business or methods of 
fixing prices that, either legally or economically, 
restrict any person with regard to the method of 
fixing prices or the prices to be charged ; 

(c) prohibit transactions, which without being subject 
to the provisions of (a) and (b) are, according to 
circumstances, the facts of the case or the method 
adopted or to be adopted, substantially calcu- 
lated to produce the same economic results, 
especially recommendations that refer to methods 
of fixing prices or the prices to be charged, or 
the exercise of economic or social pressure to 
induce compliance with such recommendations, 

if the business of production or of trade in goods or services 
is prejudiced, or economic freedom of action is restricted in 
a manner that is unjustifiable from a national economic 
point of view. 

(2) Moreover, the German Government may enact that 
the parties may withdraw from agreements concluded on the 
conditions objected to in §1. The right to withdraw cannot 
be surrendered; it lapses if the withdrawal is not declared 
within the time stipulated in the Order. §§346-356 of the 
‘‘ Birgerliches Gesetzbuch’’ (Civil Code), as well as §10 
Abs. 1, Satz 2, Abs. 2, and Abs. 6 of the Order to prevent 
the abuse of economic power shall be applicable accordingly. 

(3) ‘‘ Agreements ’’ within the the 
‘“ Order to prevent the abuse of economic power ”’ shall be 
deemed to include agreements under which several inde- 
pendent enterprises engaged in the same class of business 
bind themselves individualiy to adopt a certain line of action 
towards others with regard to the method of fixing prices or 
the prices to be charged.

FORMOSAN SUGAR PRODUCTION, 


The Acting British Consul at Tamsui reports that the 
second official forecast of sugar production for the 1930-31 
season shows the output of centrifugals (including planta- 
tion white) at 13,072,840 piculs (about 771,951 tons) and of 
brown sugar at 161,051 piculs (9,510 tons), making a total 
of 13,233,891 piculs, or 781,461 tons. 

The above estimate has been based on the actual condi- 
tion of the cane fields at the end of October, in conjunction 
with subsequent observation. When compared with the 
high record season of 1929-30 the estimated decrease 
amounts to 254,160 piculs, or 15,008 tons. This is to be 
ascribed to the decrease of some 27,000 acres which has 
taken place in the area planted.

PREPERENTIAL TARIFF 
AND FINE CUT 


MODIFICATION OF 
REGULATIONS (CIGARETTES 
TOBACCO). 


An Order-in-Council, dated September 29, 1930, modifies, 
with effect as from October 2, 1930, and with respect to 
cigarettes and fine cut tobacco, Clause 5 of the Customs 
‘Tariff Preference and General) Regulations, 1925, which 
defines the classes of goods which shall be deemed to be the 
produce or manufacture of countries the produce or manu- 
lactures of which are entitled to be entered for duty under 
the British Preferential Tariff. 


The Order-in-Council provides that :— 


1. Notwithstanding anything in clause 5 of the Customs 
(‘Tariff Preference and General) Regulations, 1925, cigarettes 
and tobacco, fine cut, suitable for the manufacture of 
cigarettes, shall not be deemed to be the produce or manu- 
facture of any particular country unless the final process of 
manufacture has been performed in that country, and unless 
also = expenditure in material produced in that country 
and/or labour performed within that country (calculated 
shioat to the qualification in clause 6 of the Customs (Tariff 
Preference and General) Regulations, 1925) in each and 
every case, is not less than three-quarters of the factory or 
works cost of such cigarettes or of such tobacco, fine cut, 
suitable for the manufacture of cigarettes in their finished 
we as the case may be.

Customs (Tariff Preference and General) Regulations, 1925, 
shall, mutatis mutandis, apply to cigarettes and tobacco, 
fine cut, suitable for the manufacture of cigarettes. 


Note.—The Customs duties on cigarettes and on fine cut 
tobacco suitable for the manufacture of cigarettes are the 
same under the British Preferential Tariff and the General 
Tariff of New Zealand. There is, therefore, no question at 
present of any new conditions, under the above-mentioned 
Order-in-Council, affecting United Kingdom trade with 
New Zealand in these goods. When, however, the duties on 
these (and a few other) goods were raised last year (see the 
notices in ry “B.T.J.” of July 31, August 7 and 21 and 
September 4 and 11), it was provided that the increased 
duties were gh to apply to goods the produce or manufac- 
ture of Australia (in accordance with the provisions of the 
Customs Reciprocity Agreement of 1922 between the Com- 
monwealth and New Zealand). Cigarettes, and fine cut 
tobacco suitable for their manufacture, of Australian origin, 
remain, therefore, subject to the lower duties which were in 
force prior to July 23 last; but, to obtain this benefit, they 
must now satisfy the conditions laid down by the Order -in- 
Council of September 29.

The ‘‘ St. Lucia Gazette ” of November 29, 1930, contains 
a Notice dated November 18, 1930, to the effect that the 
importation of soil, fruits (except plantains, nuts and dried, 
canned, candied and other processed fruits) and vegetables 
(except onions, Irish potatoes, and canned or processed 
vegetables) from all countries other than the British Isles, 
Canada, and the British West Indies (not including Ber- 
muda, the Bahamas and British Guiana) is_ prohibited. 
Consignments of fruit and vegetables (other than those ex- 
cepted) from those countries (mentioned above) to which the 
prohibition does not apply, must be accompanied on im- 
portation by a certificate of origin issued by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture of the place of origin to the effect that 
such fruit or vegetables have been inspected and are free 
from the Mediterranean Fruit Fly, and have not been grown 
in an area affected by this pest.

COLOMBIA. 
CERTIFICATION OF INVOICES, ETC. 

A recent Colombian Decree provides that, when Consular 
invoices are not certified by the Colombian Consul at the 
place of origin of the merchandise, this service will be per- 
formed at the port of shipment, but with statements in the 
invoice indicating the origin of the merchandise. 

Consular invoices for goods destined for Colombia which 
are transhipped in another country must be certified in the 
place of origin. If there is no Colombian Consul at that 
place the invoices will be certified at the port of shipment, 
but with statements indicating the place of origin and that 
no Colombian Consul is resident there. 

Bills of lading are to be certified by the Consul at the port 
of shipment.

MADAGASCAR. 


DUTIES ON WHEAT AND FLOUK. 

The French ‘ Journal Officiel’’ announces the enforce- 
ment in Madagascar, on December 20, of an increase of the 
Customs duties on foreign (non-French) wheat, spelt and 


meslin, as follows :— 


Grain—from 12} to 20 francs per 100 kilogs. gross. 
Crushed grain, bran meal and flour—from 25 to 40 fr, 
per 100 kilogs. gross. 


The above duties may, however, be suspended for a period 
of not more than six months if the Colony cannot obtain 
its supplies exclusively from French grain and flour. 


MADEIRA. 
IMPORT OF WHEAT AND WHEAT FLOUR. 


H.M. Consul at Lisbon has forwarded a summary trans- 
lation of a Decree (No. 19273) published in the ‘‘ Diario do 
Governo ”’ on January 26, regarding the trade in wheat and 
wheat flour in Madeira. 

Wheat may be freely imported into the district of 
Funchal, but the Customs duty is increased to 25 centavos 
(paper) per kilog. 

The import of foreign wheat flour is prohibited so long 
as national (Portuguese) millers possess sufficient supplies 
of their own which are sold at prescribed prices. 

Flour of Portuguese origin imported into Funchal will 
be dutiable at 21 centavos (paper) per kilog. Whenever 
the national industry is not in a position to supply flour 
under the above-mentioned conditions, the Government may 
authorise the import of foreign flour, which will be subject 
to a duty of 50 centavos (paper) per kilog. Flour already 
in the Customs or en route on publication of the Decree is 
to pay duty at this rate. 

The maximum permitted acidity of flour (both imported, 
and that produced in Madeira) is fixed at 0-07 per cent.; 
and flour not up to this standard will be regarded as unfit 
for consumption and sold for cattle food. Flour which 
may be permitted to be imported from abroad will only be 
cleared after analysis by the ‘‘ Inspeccao Tecnica das 
Industrias e Comercio Agricolas.’’ 

The Decree also fixes the retail price of bread and flour 
in Funchal.

MEXICO. 
TAXATION MODIFICATIONS. 


Surtax on Import Duties. The Mexican Budget Law for 
1931 increases the surtax levied on all import duties from 
2 to 3 per cent. 

Tobacco Tax. A Law effective on January 1 alters the 
rates of the tax levied on Mexican tobacco to the following 
percentages of the factory price, viz.:— 

Cigars priced at 5 cts.—25 per cent. 

Cigars priced at 10 cts.—30 per cent. 

Cigars priced at 15 cts.—35 per cent. 

Cigars priced at 20 cts. or more—40 per cent. 
(the tax was formerly 30 per cent. irrespective ol 

price.) 
Sifted and cut tobacco, leaf tobacco, chewing tobacco 
and snuff—25 per cent. (formerly 20 per cent.). 

Common and fine cigarettes—10 per cent. (unchanged).

NETHERLANDS. 


INCREASE OF EXCISE DUTIES ON ALCOHOL 
AND ALCOHOLIC PRODUCTS. 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of Qcto- 
ber 30 last (page 537), regarding a Bill to increase the 
Excise duty on alcohol from 198 to 220 florins per hectolitre 
of 50 per cent. strength, and the Customs duties on certain 
imported alcohol and alcoholic products not subject to Excise 
duty separately, the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Lega- 
tion at the Hague reports that the Bill has been passed by 
the First Chamber of the States General to come into force 
as from February 1, 1931. 


NICARAGUA. 


CLASSIFICATION OF 
CONTAINING SILK. 


In accordance with the rules for the application of the 
Nicaraguan Tariff, all fabrics containing silk (natural or 
artificial) threads, are to be dutiable as silk fabrics (under 
Class G of the Tariff) if the number of silk threads in warp 
or weft exceeds one-fifth of the total number of threads 
composing the fabric. 


TARIFE FABRICS 


Some differences have arisen as to the interpretation of 
this rule, and an explanatory Circular on the subject has 
recently been issued by the Nicaraguan Customs Depart- 
ment. A translation of this Circular is given below :— 


1. The expression ‘‘ total number of threads ’’’ means the 
number of threads in warp and weft contained in a square the 
side of which is the width of the fabric. 


2. Each warp or weft thread is counted as a unit, the number 
of strands composing a thread being disregarded. 


3. When the warp or weft of a fabric is composed of founda- 
tion threads (of the textile composing the fabric) and of superim 
posed threads, only the foundation threads are taken into account 
in ascertaining the total number of threads to be used for 
determining the proportion of admixture threads. In calculating 
the number of admixture threads both those in the foundation 
and those superimposed are counted, 


The following explanatory examples are quoted :— 


(a2) A fabric 96 cm. wide with the warp formed of cotton 
threads of various folds and silk threads, forming the founda- 
tion of the fabric; weft composed of cotton threads (no super- 
imposed threads),

THE PRIME MINISTER’S GOOD WISHES. 


The following correspondence has passed between the 
Prime Minister and Mr. Follett Holt, Chairman of the 
London Executive of the Buenos Aires Exhibition :— 

10, Downing Street, 
Whitehall, 
February 9, 1931. 
Dear Mr. Follett Holt, 

Now that His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales has 
reached South America, and the opening of the British 
Empire Trade Exhibition is so close, I shall be glad if you 
will convey to Sir Herbert Gibson and all those who have 
been associated with him in this enterprise, both in Buenos 
Aires and in London, my appreciation of the work that has 
been already accomplished, and my best wishes for the 
success of the Exhibition. 


I see that a good deal of significance is attached by many 
observers to this manifestation of British enterprise. | 
think those observers are right. Nothing has been more 
encouraging of late than the activity which certain groups 
of British industrialists have shown in Argentina and South 
America generally, as well as in other parts of the world. 
This is a sign, I believe, that in many of our industries the 
somewhat chaotic period that followed the war is coming to 
an end; a new attitude can be observed ; and we are about to 
see a scientific, co-ordinated and spirited movement in the 
export trade. I regard the Exhibition as a symbol of this 
movement, and of something that is modern and most hope- 
ful in the outlook of British industry. 


We have been told that Great Britain is behindhand in 
the Argentine market in what have been termed the modern 
commodities of commerce. It is, therefore, gratifying that 
the exhibits of some of our modern industries will be par- 
ticularly well organised and impressive. The British motor 
industry ought not to enjoy a feeling of contentment until 
its products appear in far greater numbers on South Amer'- 
can roads. The market is undoubtedly important, and it 1s 
satisfactory to know that the motor industry will be promi- 
nently represented, and that the advantages which may be 
gained at the present Exhibition will be followed up. It 1s 
certain, too, that civil aviation has an important future in 
that part of the world, as elsewhere, and I am especially 
glad that the aircraft manufacturers have collaborated to 
produce a really distinguished exhibit, and that the un- 
equalled efficiency of British aircraft and British pilots will 
be amply demonstrated in the air. I am glad to think that

His Majesty’s Government have been able to facilitate the 
eforts of the aircraft constructors in several ways.
